PREFACE. 


ROM its earlieft introdudtion amongft the Induftrial Arts, that of working in Metal has efpecially 

devoted itfelf to the fervices of Religion; the chiefeft ornaments of the first building ereéted as a 

temple of the Almighty were its utenfils of Metal, and in all ages, and in all times, it has delighted to 
offer the tribute of its fkill to the fervices of the Church. 


Here, in the early Chriftan Hiftory of our own land, the kingly Alfred,—the learned Alcuin,—and 
the faintly Dunftan, lent not only their foftering aid, but gave their operative {kill to its culture, and there 
is fcarcely a name eminent in Science or in Art which has not fought to incarnate in the pliant metal the 
fpirit of its genius. Ghiberti, Cellini, Donatello, Raphael, Giotto, Michael Angelo, have all ftriven to 
outvie each other in their various defigns for and works in Metal, devoted to the ufages of the Church, 
which foftered their fkill and rewarded their endeavours, : 


OF late years, too, an earneft defire has arifen to render, so far as purity of defign and excellence off 
material and craft can render, the acceflories of our religion worthy of their dedication, and a more 
truthful and artiftic fpirit has thus been infufed amongft them,—the earlieft to receive this impreflion was 
the art of working in metal, and it is the moft ftrenuous endeavour and the fondest hope of the iffuer of 
this Catalogue to fenfibly aid this movement. For more than 14 years he has purfued this aim, and he _ 
trufts, not without fuccefs. ‘To thofe who have fo materially contributed to this result by their patronage 
and advice he now tenders his moft grateful thanks, affuring them that his increafed facilities will enable 
him to render his future productions even more worthy of their purpofe than his paft have been. 


As an indication of the courfe of his manufacture, he fends forth the prefent Catalogue, not asa new.* 
Pattern Book, but fimply to serve as a guide for the price of thofe articles his Cuftomers may require; his 
~ objeét being to imprefs on each individual article a particular'and individual merit, rather than to reduce 
them all to one dull repetition of the fame form.

. Metal Fonts were by no means so rare in old work as is generally fuppofed, and records of them 
are of frequent occurrence. Fonts entirely of Metal can now be readily made, and defighs 
will be forwarded for them on application. Metal work, combined with ftone or marble, 
produces an excellent effect. In Illuftration, Fig. 3. the Angels and Baffi relievi are intended 
to be depofited by the eleétro-type procefs, and the fhields borne by the former enamelled 
with emblems or monograms. The outer tier of fhafts, with their capitals, of wrought brafs, 
and the inner columns of ferpentine, the bowl and bafe of the Font being of Rouge Royal 
or other coloured marble, and the cover of wrought iron and brafs, illuminated in colour 

The coft of fuch a Font and Cover would be from 100 to 150 Guineas.
